Rehearing re-affirms $14,000 back pay award 


A Romulus animal control officer, 
who worked only three months for 
the city before being fired by the 
mayor, has been awarded $14,000 in 
bade pay by the Wayne County 
Employment and Training Ad- 
ministration (WCETA). 

Who will pay the bulk of the wages 
to Raymond Block, the City of 
Romulus or CETA, the federal 


agency which funded his em- 
ployment with the city, is yet to be 
determined. 

Block was hired by the city under 
its CETA program Sept. 8, 1978, and 
discharged on Dec. 8, 1978. 

An opinion given following a 
rehearing July 21, 1980, which was 
asked for by the city, reiterated a 
decision rendered after the first

hearing before WCETA on Oct. 17, 
1979, by Bob Anderson, hearing 
officer. 

Anderson ruled that the city had 
violated CETA regulations in regard 
to informing Block of the name of his 
employer and his wages and 
benefits. Further, Anderson said the 
city was in “apparent” violation of 
CETA regulations in not assuring 
Block of “...working con- 
ditions. ..neither more nor less 
favorable than such other employes 
similarly employed...” 

Anderson also rapped the city for 
its personnel policies which put 
Block “in a position that he did not 
know if he had a right to refuse the 
request of the mayor and still 
continue his employment.” 

In his grievance filed with 
WCETA, Block charged that he was 
fired because of his “political 
belief” in regard to A1 Lucke, his 
supervisor at the animal pound. 

According to Block's attorney, 
Noel P. Keane of Dearborn, the city 
denied his client's allegation and 
stated that he was fired because of 
his performance on the Job. 

At his first hearing before 
WCETA, Block testified that when 
he began his employment, Mayor 
William M. Oakley told him to do his 
job and to “keep his nose clean”. 

He also said the mayor told him 
that he was not satisfied with 
Block's supervisor (Lucke) and his 
performance at the animal pound 
and had asked him (Block) to keep 
him informed on activities at the 
pound. 

Block also testified that Lee 
Silvey, director of the animal control 
department, and Lucke's superior, 
also asked him to report on Lucke's 
activities. 

On the day before his dismissal, 
Block said a meeting was held at ‘lie 
animal pound by Silvey with (his 
ernpljTees He testified that 
asked pound employees to put 
allegauons against Lucke in writ ing. 
Block said he did not do so. 

On the following day, Dec. 8, 1978, 
Block was summoned to a meeting 
at city hall and told he was fired 
because he did not turn in the 
necessary paper work to get Lucke 
discharged, Block’s testimony 
before the WCETA hearing stated. 

Attending the meeting, Block said, 
were the mayor, Silvey, Patrick 
Hogan, community development 
director and CETA coordinator ; and 
Sandra J. Spjut, personnel director. 

Later, at a meeting with the 
mayor, Block testified that Oakley 
had admitted he made a mistake, 
but that the decision to fire him must 
stand. However, the mayor offered 
to give him references for other 
employment, Block said. 

When he attempted to get 
unemployment compensation, the 
city objected, Block said. The city 
was overruled, he testified, because 
the compensation board found that 
the city had not established a valid 
reason for his termination. 

In his testimony, Block said he 
never had been disciplined or 
reprimanded for his work per- 
formance prior to his discharge. 

Dye city was represented at both 
WCETA hearings by Charles 
Lowther, city attorney. 

In his findings and opinion, An- 
derson, the hearing officer, said 
Block’s testimony that Oakley 
several times said he wanted Lucke 
fired was never disputed. 

Anderson said Block, on one hand, 
was told to not get involved and, on 
the other hand, told to keep the 
mayor informed of Lucke’s ac- 
tivities. 

“This, in' the hearing officer’s 
opinion, is an attempt at the use of 
political influence,” stated An-

derson in his ruling. “However, the 
hearings officer is not totally con- 
vinced that this case in and of itself 
resulted in a violation of the ap- 
plicable CETA regulations. It is, 
however, unsound personnel 
management.”

A widening rift between Romulus 
Gerk Leonard Folmar and the City 
Council grew even wider last week 
when that legislative body voted to 
take the city's urban renewal 
program from his jurisdiction. 

The council members apparently 
were irate over Folmar’s action July 
29 in taking a truck from the DPW 
garage and using it to pick up storm 
debris in the urban renewal area. 

Only a month ago, the clerk was 
cut off in the question of an aud- 
ience member by Mary Ann Banks, 
council chairman, He was criticized 
at that time by Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry, who claimed Folmar 
was exceeding his authority under 
the city charter. 

Raspberry proposed the motion 
last Wednesday night that resulted 
in transferring control of the urban 
renewal program fr* m the clerk\to 
Patrick Hogan, community 
development director and grants 
coordinator. 

“I plan to talk to the mayor about 
the council’s action,” said Folmar. 
“Based on what he says, I will 
proceed from there.” 

The clerk indicated that recent 


and that no organized procedure was 
followed to determine whether he 
was a suitable employee or not. 

The hearings officer said 
statements made by Mrs. Spjut, the 
personnel officer, did not constitute 
a “legally sound document” as an 
affidavit. He explained that she 
swore “to statements and acts made 
and performed by someone else”.

Commenting on council's action 
last week, the clerk said. “The City 
Council has no authority over who 
will handle the various administra- 
tive functions of the city. Urban 
renewal grants have been handled 
by the grants department, but the 
clerk's office always has handled 
clerical responsibilities associated 
with the program.” 

Recalling what happened July 29, 
Folmar said that the July 16 storm 
left a large quantity of fallen trees, 
branches and other debris in the 
urban renewal area. He said he went 
to the DPW garage to get one of the 
two trucks assigned to nis office — a 
enclosed small delivery type van 
and an open bed truck. 

While there, he noticed that the 
dty's large truck with a chipper, 
a machine that grinds up limbs and 
tranche*, *<*<, In the garage, dispite 
the fact that a lot oi storm debris 
was still piled up in yards and on 
curbs throughout the city. 

Although he later admitted his 
actions were a bit hasty, the clerk 
said he attempted to take an open 
bed truck to pick up storm debris. A

Next, he was told the truck was out 
of oil. but that check revealed that 
the oil level was up to the full mark. 
When he again tried to drive away, 
he was told that the truck lacked a 
tail light and should not be driven on 
the road. 

Exasperated, Folmar said he 
would take the responsibility for the 
truck's condition. Before driving out 
of the garage, he stopped at the 
office of David Paul, DPW director, 
to tell him that he was taking the 
truck. He said Paul neither gave his 
permission to take the vehicle nor 
did he forbid the clerk from driving 
out of the garage with the truck. 

“I couldn t just sit by and see all of 
that storm debris out in the urban 
renewal area and all of those trucks 
idle at the DPW garage,” Folmar 
said. 

The clerk explained that in the 
past unresolved urban renewal 
matters had been worked out as a 
cooperative effort between him, the

Folmar loses control 
of renewal program 


Sullivan upsets Haener in voting 


Former Treasurer F. Sullivan 
pulled a surprise Aug. 5, up- 
setting favored A.J. Haener, veteran 
township board trustee, in winning 
the Democrat nomination for 
supervisor of Huron Township. 

Huron voters turned down a 
proposal that would permit a 
maximum of 1*4 mills to be levied 
for a police protection special 
assessment district by a 756 to 521 
vote margin. 

But, a second proposal to 
authorize the township to continue 
garbage and rubbish pickup in 
residential areas and to assess 
charges for those services won 719 to 
554 

The clerk’s office reported that 


inofficial tabulations showed that 
1,603 voters cast representing 33 
percent of a total regestered voter 
population of about 4,800 

Sullivan received 394 votes to 384 
for Haiener, winning by a narrow 10- 
vote margin in the township’s 
primary election Wayne C. 
Merriman, third Democrat in the 
nomination race, pulled 282 votes. 

The only Republican candidate, 
Eugene W. Perecki, got 185 votes 
and will automatically become his 
party’s nominee in the fall general 
election. 

With only Democrat candidates 
running in the nominating race for 
clerk, incumbent Mary Lou Carey 
got the nod. she garnered 603 votes 


to 438 for challenger James C. Cook. 
She will become the clerk after the 
fall election. 

The contest for treasurer had only 
onecandidate, Christine F. Gamber, 
who was named to that post when 
Sullivan resigned last year. She 
therefore will become the elected 
township treasurer since she will 
have no opposition in the fall elec- 
tion. 

Gamber received 640 votes. 

Five Democrats and five 
Republicans vied for lour slots each 
in the nominating battle for town- 
ship bord trustee, with three in- 
cumbents winning a chance to run in 
November 

Democrat incumbents who won 


last Tuesday were Frederick F. 
Ashby, 700 votes; William J. 
Geierman, 672; and John Puskar, 
663 They were joined by fellow 
Democrat Helen Kowalski, who got 
583 votes. 

On the Republican side, trustee 
nominees will be Robert Lemieux, 
167 votes; Sidney Dent, 146; Gary G. 
Bates, 183 and George Angel, 145. 

Only two Democratic candidates 
ran for constable and will become 
the township’s constables come next 
fall. They are William H Manqy, 
who got 528 votes, and DeVere R. 
WiUiard, 510. Both are incumbents.

Unemployment rate 
to 14.1 percent 


Michigan’s July unemployment 
rate edged up to 14.1 percent from 

14.0 percent in June, according to 
estimates released by Michigan 
Employment Security Commission 
(MESC) Deputy Director A.R. 
Jazowski. 

Jazowski explained that 
Michigan’s unemployment level fell 
slightly in July to 617,000 from 
June’s 620,000. Last year, July 1979, 
the state’s jobless rate was 7.7 with 

338.000 out of work. 

Tlie state’s labor force dropped by 

40.000 last month to 4,373,000, as 
discouraged summer job seekers 
quit the labor force following their 
unsuccessful attempts at finding 


work. The combination of a smaller 
labor force and only a slight drop in 
unemployment produced the higher 
jobless rate in July. 


Total employment around the 
state fell to 3,757,000 in July from 
3,793,000 in June. Jazowski said the 
decline resulted from layoffs for 
model changeover and production 
adjustments in the auto industry. 

The national unemployment rate 
in July was 7.8 percent, up from 7.7 
percent in June. 

July jobless estimates for 
Michigan’s major metropolitan 
areas will be available in late 
August.

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School board dissolves

A citizens advisory committee 
Monday nieht was dissolved by the 
Romulus Board of Education. 

The group, which has worked 
closely with the school board on a 
diversified number of school issues, 
will be placed by “single purpose’* 
committees, said School Supt. 
William Bedell. 

The board will compile a list of the 
names of persons interested in 
serving on these committees, he 
explained. Then. specific individuals 
will be assigned to the various 
committees, whose task, as the 
name implies, will be to work on a 
single project. 

Dr. Bedell said the flrst single- 
purpose committee chosen will be 
one to work on the $178,000 balance 
in the building and site account. 
The committee will make a 
recommendation to the school 
board on what should be done with 
the excess funds. 

In other action, the school board 
approved the superintendent’s 
request to select four bus drivers 
who will work with him to revise 
and alter current bus routes for 
student pickup. The changes will be 
made in bus routes for the coming 
school year, Dr. Bedell said. 

The school board also gave ap- 
proval to transferring the kin- 
dergarten class at Hayti 
Elementary School to Corey 
Elementary School. 

Board trustees also okayed the 
school system’s participation with 
the City of Romulus in the public 
auction of obsolete equipment in 
the near future. 

At the previous school board 
session, trustees concurred with a 
recommendation from Dr. Bedell

He ruled that Block was to receive 
back pay from the time of his 
dismissal to the time that he would 
normally have been terminated as a 
CETA employee (18 months), 
whether because of the elimination 
of his job or the exhaustion of the 
program participation limits.

Lowther Friday said Block was 
entitled to 15 months of back pay, 
since he had worked three months 
for the city before begin fired. 

But, Lowther pointed out, Block 
had waited longer than the specified 
6-week period to file a grievance. He 
said the city therefore is obligated 
only to pay him for six weeks and 
that CETA should pay the balance of 
the 15 months in pay. 

Mrs. Spjut said Block s rate of pay 
was $12,338 per year. Fifteen months 
of compensation, minus the six 
weeks he claims is owed by the city, 
would leave a balance of about 
$14,000 still owed to Block, either by 
the city or CETA. 

Lowther said the city is appealing 
Anderson’s opinion on com- 
pensation. He said a hearing in the 
near future would determine who 
will pay the balance.

Law sets up lifeline utility rate

A bill recently signed into law will 
establish a ‘ lifeline” rate structure 
for electric companies, according to 
one western Wayne County state 
lawmaker. 

Rep. Edward Mahalak (D-38th 
District) said the law sets a basic 
needs block of power, at a lower 
rate, with additional blocks 
becoming more expensive as used. 

The bill should prove beneficial for 
most consumers, since it has been 
estimated that as much as 75 per- 
cent of households will receive 
monthly cost reductions under the 
rate restructuring. The remaining 
household billings will be increased 
to pay for these savings. These 
would be the households which use 
large amounts of energy. However, 
in most cases, the increase would be 
comparatively minor. 

The lifeline rate structure also will 
encourage the conservation of 
energy Mahalak said 

The change will not take effect 
immediately. The new' law requires 
the Michigan Public Service 
Commission to develop and order 
the restructuring of rates. The

Ruling expands residency 
requirement for VN bonus 


Due to a recent federal court 
ruling, expanding the residency 
eligibility for the Michigan Viet- 
nam Era bonus, an undetermined 
number of veterans may now 
auolify, if they meet three con- 
Utzons. 

According to spokeperson for the 
State Department of Military Af- 
fairs, veterans m’ist have entered 
the military service as a citizen of a 
state other than Michigan, became a 
resident of Michigan for at least six 
months after Jan. 1, 1961, while the 
service, and completed 190 day's of 
honorable service between Jan. 1961 
and Sept. 1, 1973, while a resident of 
Michigan. 

The statute governing the bonus 
originally required Michigan 
residency prior to enlistment. 
However, the ruling by U.S. District 
Judge Noel P. Fox opens the bonus 
program to veterans who enlisted 
from other states, but while in the 
service came to Michigan, 
established residency (for a 
minimum of six months) and then 


met the other service 
requirements— namely a minimum 
190 days of honorable service bet- 
ween Jan. 1, 1961 and Sept. 1, 1973. 

In accordance with the other of the 
district court. Sept. 30, 1980, for only 
those veterans who meet the new' 
eligibilty conditions and who have 
never applied previously for the 
Michigan Vietnam Era bonus. 
Beneficiaries may apply on behalf of 
a deceased veteran. 

This court ruling does not extend 
the original June 30, 1980 statutory 
deadline for those veterans who 
were eligible under the original 
bonus program, the spokesperson 
said. 

The Vietnam Bonus Section also 
will review all previous claims 
disallowed on residency grounds in 
order to determine if the former 
applicants would now be eligible. 
Those persons suspected as eligible 
to receive the bonus will be notified 
in writing by letter to the claimant’s 
last known address. Veterans in this 
category should notify the Bonus 


Section, if they have moved since 
filing their pervious claim, the 
spokesperson added.

within one year, will provide for an 
adequate amount of energy for basic 
household needs at a lowered cost, 
with further economic incentives 
provided to encourage the con- 
servation of energy. 

The restructuring would be in- 
dependent of any pending rate in- 
crease or reduction cases before the 
Public Service Commission and 
would initially maintain, to a 
practicable degree, each affected 
utility’s residential revenues at a 
level collected immediately before 
the restructuring 

The legislation requires a periodic 
review and evaluation by the PSC, 
and provides for a reduction in rates 
in proportion to any cost savings 
resulting from energy conservation, 
where applicable. 

In rate restructuring, the PSC is to 
establish two categories for 
residential customers; one based on 
two or fewer residents subject to a 
single electric billing, and a second 
category based on three or more 
such customers. 

A lifeline block ( that required to 
meet basic household needs) would 
be established for each category of 
customers which would be the first 
block of energy usage. 

The number of kilowatt hours per 
month in a lifeline block for the first 
category of customers could not be 
less than 350 kilowatt hours (KWH), 
and not less than 500 KWH for the 
second category. 

The PSC will establish a number 
of additional blocks of electricity 
usage behond the lifeline blocks, of 
which the number of KWH per 
month in the second block could not 
be less than 250 KWH for the first 
category and not less than 300 KWH 
for the second category of 
customers. 


"The legislation represents a 
compromise agreed upon by in- 
dustry and consumer interests and 
the PSC which give the commission 
specific guidelines for establishing a 
lifeline rate structure for large 
electric utilities,” Mahalak said. 
“These guidelines would help to 
ensure that the two major goals of 
such restructuring would be ac- 
complished. Energy for essential 
residential needs will be made 
available at a reasonable rate, and 
energy conservation would be 
strongly encouraged through in- 
creased cost of additional usage of 
electricity. 

Low income households, such as 
senior citizens, generally use less 
electricity than others, but they pay 
the same rates. It is estimated that 
the new law will lower electricity 
charges for at least 85 percent of the 
low income households in the state, 
he said. 

In recent years, due to the in- 
creasing scarcity and cost of energy, 
the need for utility rate reform has 


become an important concern, both 
to the federal and state govern- 
ments. 

In 1978, the federal government 
passed the Public Utilities 
Regulatory Policies Act, which 
allows state public service com- 
missions to investigate the ad- 
visability of rate restructuring along 
the lines of what has come to be 
known as a ‘‘lifeline” rate structure. 

Under such an apporach, fixed 
rates are set for various blocks of 
residential energy usage, the first of 
which per month is the “lifeline 
block,” which is an amount of 
energy considered sufficient to meet 
• basic household needs. Energy 
usage beyond that specified as the 
lifeline block is progressively more 
expensive. 

“The new state law follows 
through on this federal law. It 
provides the Public Service Com- 
mission with the legal status and 
guidelines which will enable it to 
effectively establish a lifeline rate 
structure for Michigan,” Mahalak 
concluded.

'Good Roads' Earle: Got 
state on right highway 


The Downriver Community 
Conference (DCC), a CETA 
program agent in Wayne County, 
has been awarded a $1 million grant, 
according to U S. Secretary of Labor 
Ray Marshall 

This program is the first of a 
number of proposed experimental 
assistance projects, announced by 
President Carter in Detroit on July 8 
to help dislocated workers. The 
grant will enable the DCC to expand 
the first phase of a program to 
provide training and other em- 
ployment services to about 1,000 
permanently laid-off auto (both 
assembly and parts) and chemical 
workers in the area. 

The initiation of additional pilot 
projects and further expansion of 
the DCC project will be undertaken 
in fiscal year 1981 and fiscal year 
1982 when the funds become 
available. 

Many workers are losing long- 
term jobs for the first time, because 
of growing internationalization of 
the U S. economy, technology ad- 
vances, higher energy prices, and 
environmental pressures and 
regulations. While these structural 
changes can ultimately increase the 
productivity, incomes and well- 


being of the economy as a whole, 
severe burdens are borne by the 
laid-off workers and the com- 
munities in which they live, Mar- 
shall said. 

Various forms of income main- 
tenance benefits are available to 
such workers but income main- 
tenance is not enough, Marshall 
added A policy is needed which 
promotes the early return to work of 
experienced, displaced workers to 
productive jobs. 

The proposed pilot projects will 
provide training and other em- 
ployment services to experienced 
workers facing permanent layoff, so 
that they can better meet the new 
demands of an economy undergoing 
major structural changes. 

The Downriver project will serve 
as a pretest for the proposed pilot 


projects. The Downriver com- 
munities are severely affected by 
auto and other manufacturing 
layoffs. Two major employers, one 
an independent auto supplier and the 
other a chemical firm, have per- 
manently shut down their plants, 
idling 1,800 workers. In addition, two 
auto plants have placed 3,500 em- 
ployees on indefinite layoff. The 
DCC responded to this major 
problem by proposing and partially 
funding an innovative adjustment 
assistance program, including 
counseling, job-search workshops, 
training and relocation assistance. 

The grant should enable the DCC 
to assist many of the workers in the 
community. The Secretary believes 
the Downriver project will provide a 
valuable operational model for the 
Administration’s plans for dealing 
with worker dislocation problems. 
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They called him “Good Roads” 
Earle, and he loved it. He was a 
flamboyant little man, caustic 
outgoing, aggressive, with crossed 
eyes which he said gave him the 
power “to look at things other people 
don’t see.” 

He was Michigan’s first state 
highway commissioner and 
legitimately described himself as the 
father of Michigan’s huge network of 
modern roads and highways. 

When Gov. Fred Warner signed a 
bill creating the Michigan State 
Highway Department in the sum- 
mer of 1905, his first and logical 
choice to head the new agency was 
Horatio S. Earle of Detroit. 

Earle had just finished a 2-year 
stint as Michigan’s ’’un- 
constitutional’’ highway com- 
missioner, without pay or official 
title. He had been appointed to the 
job in 1903, but the attorney general 
declared that the law in conflict with 
the state constitution. 

Earle, undeterred, began a state- 
wide campaign to amend the con- 
stitution so the state could pay 
“reward” money to counties and 
townships which improved their 
roads. In two years he visited nearly 
every city and village in the state, 
spoke at county fairs, called on 
newspaper editors, addressed civic 
and farm groups, wrote countless 
letters. 

Opponents resisted him at every 
turn. They heckled him from 
audiences, occasionally hired 
dkunks to disrupt meetings on at 
least one occasion paid people a 
dollar apiece to stay home on the 
night Earle came to town. 

Not everybody wanted good roads 
in those days. Farmers, especially, 
feared that more roads would in- 
crease their property taxes, chiefly 
for the benefit of dispised 
“automobilists.” They thought 
existing roads of sand and clay 
should be kept intact for movement 
of their porducts to market, not for 
joyrides by the owners of noisy 
motorcars which frightened their 
livestock and disturbed the serenity 
of their rural households. 

The good-roads forces prevailed. 
In the spring of 1905, voters in all 83 
counties approved an amendment 
authorizing state spending for roads 
Legislation enacted a few weeks 
later allocated $20,000 for the first 
year and $50,000 for the second year 
as state rewards for local roads built 
or improved to minimum 
specifications. State payments of 
$250 to $1,000 a mile typically paid 
about one fourth of the total cost. 

In that year, there were 2,958 
automobiles registered in Michigan, 
a state with a population of 2.6 
million. Today, auto registrations 
number 5.2 million and trucks more 


than a million. 

Automobilists in the early years of 
the century had a choice of bad 
roads and worse. Even in the larger 
towns most were in bad shape In 
rural areas, except where there was 
a lakeport or a railroad depot, roads 
were mud tracks in wet weather, 
dust bins in dry. Railroads and 
newly conceived systems of elec- 
trified rail cars known as “in- 
terurbans” carried passengers from 
towTi to town. Streetcars furnished 
public transportation in the cities. 

The best available records in- 
dicate there were 68,000 miles of 
roads in the state in 1905. Fewer than 
8,000 were improved — 7,700 with 
gravel and 245 with macadam, a 
technique that employed layers of 
crushed stone. Today’s highway, 
road and street network adds up to 
nearly 117,000 miles, including 1,700 
miles of freeways in a 9,450-mile 
state highway system all paved with 
concrete or asphalt. 

When Earle took office, the high- 
way department set up shop in the 
office of the Speaker of the House in 
the State Capitol. Its operating 
budget of $10,000 a year paid for a 
staff of five, including Earle. His 
deputy was Frank F. Rogers, an 
engineer from Port Huron who had 
worked diligently at his side in the 
campaign to legalize a state reward 
law. Rogers in 1913 became 
Michigan’s first elected highway 
commissioner and served until 1929. 

Earle was drawn into the good- 
roads movement before 1900, as a 
bicycle enthusiast. Cycling was a 
national craze, and he and other 
members of the League of American 
Wheelmen fought for better roads 
and streets and the rights of 
bicyclists to use them without in- 
terference from horse-drawn 
vehicles 

As chief counsul of the Michigan 
division of the league, Earle brought 
the first International Road 
Congress to Port Huron in 1900, an 
event that drew hundreds of good- 
roads advocates from throughout 
the country For the main event, 
Earle hitched together the first 
good-roads trair ever assembled — 
a traction engine, road roller,

Of federal aid for storm victims 


Congressmen seek explanation for FEMA rejection 


The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) is 
being asked to thoroughly explain its 
decision not to award disaster 
assistance to a 10-county area of the 
State of Michigan after severe 
thunderstorms did an estimated 
$177.3 million in damages on July 15. 
16 and 20. 

Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) and Congressman 


John Dingell (D-16th District) have 
asked for a detailed explanation of 
the reasons why the FEMA 
recommended that Gov. William 
Milliken’s request for federal 
assistance be denied. 

The congressmen are askjng for 
the explanation in light of approval 
of federal assistance for the State of 
Wisconsin, which sustained 
damages from the same storm that 


affected southeastern Michigan. 

They have directed six questions 
to the FEMA, which will clarify the 
decision rendered by that agency 
and the President. 

The questions include whether or 
not the governor’s request for 
assistance under the Disaster Relief 
Act of 1974 were complete and ap- 
propriate, whether he complied with 
the statutory requirements of Public

sprinkler, dump wagons and farm 
wagons They carried the delegates 
to a newly laid, one-mile stretch of 
macadam road, built as an “object 
lesson” to show what ought to be 
done nationwide. Earle became 
president of the league two years 
later. 

Later, when bicycling began to 
wane, he became the main founder 
of the American Road Makers 
Association, the forerunner of 
today’s national and state 
organizations of highway con- 
tractors and others in the con- 
struction industry. In 1902, Earle 
w as elected to the State Senate from 
Detroit, campaigning as a good- 
roads advocate. Once in the 
legislature, he contrived to promote, 
better roads in nearly every speech 
he gave. 

Earle’s ideas were a mirror of 
future road progress. He advocated 
use of trained civil engineers to plan 
and supervise construction of roads 
and used his state office and the 
state reward system to encourage 
local officials to do the job 
professionally and well. In 1905, he 
persuaded the legislature to abolish 
the ancient and highly inefficient 
statute labor system for road im- 


provements. It allowed a farmer and 
a team of horses to work out in a day 
or two his share of local road taxes. 

In its place, the legislature 
enacted a much mofe productive 
cash tax system. The ceiling was set 
at 50 cents per $100 of assessed 
property value and the revenue 
could be used only for permanent 
road improvements, not main- 
tenance. 

Earle predicted counties and 
cities and the state, even the federal 
government, eventually would 
cooperate to build good highways 
and connecting roads He was the 
first to urge a state- wide system of 
roads, not just farm-to-market, hit- 
and-miss roads that ignored cross- 
country traffic. 

He also played a key role in 
construction of the world’s first full 
mile of rural concrete highway. It 
was built in 1909 by the new Wayne 
County Road Commission on 
Woodward Avenue in Detroit bet- 
ween Six-Mile Road and Seven-Mile 
Road, a 17-foot 8-inch wide marvel 
that drew observers from all over 
the world. It cost $13,537.39. 

Earle left office in 1909. His suc- 
cessor, by appointment of Gov. 
Warner, was Townsend Ely, a 


retired farmer and former state 
senator form Alma Earle had 
crossed swords with Warner several 
times and had even run against him 
for governor in the Republican 
primary election of 1908 
In a report submitted to the 
legislature at the end of his term, 
Earle wrote: “No other state in the 
same length of time has ever made 
such strides in good road-building as 
has Michigan, and for this I am 
proud.”

—What criteria specifically was 
used in assessing whether or not the 
10-county area qualified for federal 
assistance under the law; and 

—What particular factors were 
taken into consideration on the 
FEMA recommendation to the 
President that he not declare a state 
of emergency in those areas of the 
state. 

“Our communities have suffered 
widespread physical and financial 
damages as a result of the 


devastating storms. ..It is therefore 
essential that we receive a full ex 
planation of w r hy the federal 
government cannot provide disaster 
assistance under the circumstances, 


particularly in light of the fact that 
the State of Wisconsin received 
favorable consideration,” the 
congressman said in a letter to the 
REMA director, James W. Wahner.

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Law cuts off welfare to those who refuse to work

A major welfare reform bill ended 
its speedy journey through the 
legislative process July 29 when 
Gov. William Milliken signed it into 
law. 

The measure, co-sponsored* by 
State Rep. Sylvia Skrel (R-Livonia, 
Westland), will deny public 
assistance money for three months 
to welfare recipients who turn down 
employment opportunities, or refuse 
to work on community work relief 
and work training projects. The 
legislation is included in Governor 
Milliken s recommendations for 
cutting $97 million out of the 
remainder of this year’s fiscal 
budget. 

First introduced in early April, the 
legislation was passed by both 
houses of the legislature and both 

House and Senate committees in just 

three months, an unusually swift 
approval process. 

The bill, expected to save the state 
about $16 million a year, will apply 
only to General Assistance 
recipients, a group overwhelmingly 
comprised of single individuals. 

Mrs. Skrel said she is “especially 
pleased” that the bill was rushed 
through the legislature because the 
majority of her constituents who 
responded to a recently-returned 
questionnaire indicated over- 
whelming support for cutting 
welfare costs. 

A question asked respondents to 
rank seven programs which could be 
cut to balance the state’s budget.

More respondents preferred 
trimming state funds for welfare 
than cutting funds from any other 
program. 

Tne bill will eliminate welfare 
recipients from the state’s welfare 
rolls, if they refuse to accept 
available employment “for which 
wages paid are not less than the 
usual rate paid by that employer for 
the particular kind of employment 
being offered.” The recipient would 
be ineligible for public assistance for 
three months from the date his or 
her case was terminated by the 
State Department of Social Services. 

After the 3-month ineligibility 
period, persons could re-apply for 
relief. 

Presently, recipients refusing to 
join a work project are cut off from 
assistance for 30 days, although 
there is no state statute penalizing 
welfare recipients who refuse to 
work, or accept employment. 

Mrs. Skrel noted that there has 
been a trend towards closing more 
General Assistance cases of persons 
turning down work in recent months. 
She pointed out that a Department of 
Social Services survey for the first 
four months of 1980 showed that 


about 900 cases a month were being 
terminated for 30 days ’>ecauie of a 
failure to comply with the guidelines 
for receiving assistance. 

In May, Mrs. Skrel said, about 
3,500 cases were closed. If the trend 
continues, she said, the state could 
save about double the $8 million 
which was firet anticipated.

Know 

your 

law 


(This is one in a series of public service articles 
explaining in general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish to determine 
the effect of any law on their private legal affairs 
should consult with a private attorney.)

In 1975, the Michigan State Legislature enacted a 
statute authorizing a judge or jury to find a criminal 
defendant “guilty but mentally ill.” This, in effect, 
provides an alternative determination by a judge or 
jury (the fact finder) regarding a defendant who 
committed a criminal act, but whose mental con- 
dition is brought into question. 

Prior to the enactment of the law, a fact Finder 
had only two options in such a situation— find the 
defendant was sane at the time of the offense and 
therefore guilty, or find the defendant was legally 
insane at the time of the offense and, therefore, not 
guilty by reason of insanity. 

A person is considered legally insane if, as a 
result of mental illness or mental retardation, he or 
she is either unable to understand that their con- 
duct is wrong or conform their conduct to the 
requirements of the law. 

A defendant, found not guilty by reason of in- 
santiy, must according to the law, be released from 
detention once it is determined that they are no 
longer dangerous to themselves or others. 

A guilty, but mentally ill verdict, is a decision by 
the fact finder that the defendant did not meet the 
legal definition of insanity, but was nevertheless 
mentally ill at the time of the offense. Upon such a 
finding, the judge retains the same sentencing 
powers as in the case of a general guilty verdict. 

If the judge sentences the defendant to prison, 
psychiatric treatment must be given for this mental 
illness fyy the Department of Corrections or the 
Department of Mental Health. However, the 
defendant is required to serve out his sentence 
regardless of when or if their mental illness is 
cured.

Clerk was hasty , 
so was council 


Last week Romulus City Clerk Leonard J. Folmar was stripped 
of his supervision of the city’s urban renewal program by action 
of City Council. 

As we understand the facts, Folmar consented to take over the 
clerical and other duties associated with the urban renewal 
program back in 1976 when asked to do so by council. 

In recent weeks, however, a breach has developed between 
Folmar and council, possibly even with the mayor’s office. It now 
appears that the council is unhappy with the exercise of too much 
authority by Folmar. 

On July 29, Folmar took a truck out of the city’s DPW garage on 
his own volition to be used in cleanup operations of the urban 
renewal area where the storm of July 16 had left widespread 
debris. 

That apparently was the straw that broke the camel's back as 
far as council was concerned. Council members swiftly passed a 
motion, introduced by Jimmie Raspberry, that transferred the 
entire urban renewal program to Patrick Hogan, the city’s 
community development director and grants coordinator. 

Folmar understandably was concerned, but took the council 
action gracefully. He said he will discuss the situation with Mayor 
William M. Oakley and will proceed, from that point, depending 
upon what the mayor has to sa". 

We do not condone Folmar’s hasty action in taking the truck. 
But, if his comments that little was being done to pick up the 
debris in the urban renewal area almost two weeks after the 
storm struck, is true, then we can understand and appreciate his 
concern. 

By his own admission, the clerk acted impulsively and as 
matters turned out, he suffered the consequences. That is now 
water over the dam. 

The clerk said that he knows that not only the urban renewal 
area, but other sections of Romulus were still littered with storm 
debris. But he said he could not understand why so many DPW 
trucks were in the garage on the day he picked up the truck. 

If that is true, we do not understand it either. His comments 
coincide with some rumblings by city officials and townspeople 
following the storm that Romulus was lagging in its cleanup 
operations. 

The mayor more than a week later explained that DPW crews 
had worked diligently to make all city streets passable by 4 p.m. 
the day of the storm. 

That is commendable. Butanother elected official, the clerk, as 
late as last week was saying that much of the community is still 
covered with storm debris. 

Perhaps, it would behoove the City Council to investigate that 
matter throughly and, if true, to take the same swift action it took 
to take the urban renewal program away from Folmar.

Why elections are won 


Watergate. The Billy Carter affair. The in- 
famous Teapot Dome scandal. City Sand & Land- 
fill in Sumpter Township. Public fishing near 
bridges in Van Buren Township. 

You name it. Whether nationally on a large 
scope or locally on a smaller scale, controversial 
issues often decide the outcome of elections. 

In Sumpter, the demise of Democrat Sup. 
Robert K. Demski is being attributed by political 
pundits to his support of the City Sand & Landfill, a 
local landfill, and his reported acceptance of 
political contributions, bonafide though they were. 

Denounced by some nearby residents, the 
landfill and the controversy swirling around it also 
helped bring down with it the political careers of 
all four incumbent township board trustees in 
Sumpter. 

Although not spelled out for public consumption, 
in Huron Township a treasurer, who resigned 
recently for personal reasons, won the Democratic 
nomination for supervisor of a veteran board 
trustee by a slight margin. 

Evidently, the electorate in Huron felt that 
former Treasurer Richard F. Sullivan had per- 
formed well as watcher of township finances, had 
good reasons for quitting, and would do a good job 
as their supervisor if he wins in the fall election 

In Van Buren, it was a different story. 

Recent controversy over fishing and other ac- 
tivities at or near three lake bridges, and more 
recent protests over odors and other nuisances 
from a township landfill evidently had little, if 
any, influence in last week’s primary election. 

It was evident that Sup. Pat Cullin and others on 
the board favored public fishing and felt the 
majority of township residents shared their 
beliefs. Yet, the outcome of separate advisory 
questions on voters’ wishes at the three bridges 
proved 2-1 that they did not want fishing and other

activities, namely, loitering, swimming and 
parking. 

Action on complaints by some 20 residents of a 
subdivision next to the landfill in Van Buren, 
although not opposed by Cullin and the township 
board, was temporarily delayed until inspection 
by county and state agencies. 

But, when the vote was in, Cullin proved to be 
the highest vote getter as the unopposed Democrat 
supervisor nominee candidate and three of the 
four Democrat board trustees won their bids to 
run in the fall. 

The case in Van Buren is the exception to the 
rule. In most instances, when controversies in- 
volve enough people, they can and often do sway 
the outcome of elections. 

As proponents of the democratic form of 
government are quick to point out, the “will of the 
majority” has spoken and will be served. 

Too often, controversies are drummed up 
almost on the spur of the moment and used as 
“political footballs” in attempts to influence 
results of an election. 

Then, it is up to the electorate, in its wisdom, to 
decide whether these controversies are real or 
phony and to vote accordingly. 

Regardless of controversies, sometimes the 
number of voters who go to the polls is the 
determining factor in an election. Should the 
majority of voters be those who favor one side or 
other of a particular controversy, then that faction 
will emerge victorious. 

But, if a very large group of residents turn out on 
election day, supporters of one side or other of a 
specific controversy can have their wishes th- 
warted by the sheer weight of numbers. 

Whatever the situation, elections are won and 
lost because voters go to the polls.The bigger the 
number, the greater chance of achieving the will 
of the majority.

Local governments, schools aid needy children

From Gloucc \cri County, Va., to 
School District ' fiber 12 in Adams 
County, Colo., some of the nation's 
needy children are receiving health 
care, social services or recreation 
through community education 
programs in schools. 

These counties are but two 
examples of local governments that 
have joined with school boards to 
develop comprehensive “one-stop” 
shopping centers for community 
services. 

The idea has tremendous poten- 
tial, particularly for areas where 
health care is not available. Ten 
million American children under 16 
have inadequate medical care and 
half the children under 15 have 
never seen a dentist. But there are 
only 3,104 county governments in the 
United States. There are 16,000 
school districts The National 
Continuing Education Association 
says a mere 700 have community 
education programs 

According to Donna Webb, 
coordinator of the Gloucester 
project, the most beneficial aspect 
of their program has been coor- 
dination of services to avoid 
duplication. Nationally, the effort 


has yielded a number of other ad- 
vantages as well: 

— In some counties social service 
programs proliferate, yet many 
citizens feel alienated when trying to 
get help. About 1600 counties run 
their own health departments. Most 
of these also operate welfare, 
recreation, elderly, special 
education and nutrition programs. 

Though each is autonomous, they 
tend to have four things in common: 
problems, services, clients and the 
county tax dollar. It is tragic that 
millions of Americans, faced with 
this perplexing maze, never receive 
any assistance. Simply stated, 
housing other services in schools 
makes them more accessible 
because there is a school in virtually 
every neighborhood 

— Parents may delay seeking 
health care or social services 
because they do not want to use 
public clinics. “Going to school” 
carries with it none of the stigma of 
a welfare office Thus, Prince 
George s County, Md , and others 
have demonstrated that health and 
social services in schools are well- 
received and permits treatment of 
families. 

— Despite federal programs to 


provide health care for youth, many 
children go unimmunized. In some 
communities the statistic is 40 
percent. Health care in schools can 
help meet this basic legal 
requirement to give children vital 
protection 

— Such programs, in schools, can 
screen children for physical or 
emotional conditions that can only 
cost county governments more 
money if left untreated. 

— Expanded use of school 
buildings is a deterrent to 
destruction of school property 
through vandalism. 

— Comprehensive community 
education programs can help make 
best use of available facilities. Some 
local systems have already con- 
verted extra classrooms for other 
purposes including day care for 
handicapped people and senior 
citizens centers 

Counties cannot continue to build 
libraries, recreation centers, health 
clinics ^nd offices to house social 
servic Using empty schools 

make nse financially and

And, tv a decade of dwindling 
enrollment, there are obvious ad- 
vantages to school boards that must 


enlist tax support from an in- 
creasingly older population. 

Twelve states support this con- 
cept. The federal government 
supplies seed money to start or 
expand such programs. Scores of 
projects, assisted by the Community 
Education Program of the U.S, 
Department of Education, have 
demonstrated that community 
education can meet diverse needs. 

For example, in rural nor- 
theastern Tennessee and Rowan 
County, Ken., community education 
programs strive to reduce high 
school dropout rates. This is par- 
ticularly important for county 
governments, for after all, if 
vocational training in schools has 
little relevance to local jobs, many 
students will find themselves 
unemployable. 

The unemployed become the 
responsibility of local government 
when they require expensive social 
services or long-term financial 
assistance. In 18 states, county 
governments still pay welfare costs. 
It is their single most expensive 
program, requiring $11 billion last 
vear. _ 

Educators see other problems. 
Many school board members are 


anxious to preserve educational 
exclusivity of the school tax dollar — 
and not dissipate it on recreation. 
Some resist expansion of the “role” 
of education. They concede 
education simply cannot “do 
everything”. Some teachers also 
resist “outside” use of classrooms, 
claiming facilities are not as clean 
afterwards. 

Few' realize that historically, the 
“little red school house” was a 
multi-purpose building. 

Finally, community education is a 
mechanism for involving citizens in 
activities that can enrich the entire 
community. In Comal County, 
Texas, a project staff is working to 
increase citizen participation in 
school and local government affairs. 
In rural Brooks County, Ga., the 
community education program has 
developed a volunteer corps. In 
Fulton County, Ohio, community 
education fosters interagency 
cooperation through a county-wide 
information and referral con- 
sortium 

Some innovative projects have 
i contributed to the revival of neigh- 

1 borhoods 

In one, renovation of a school as a 
senior citizens center was ac- 


Some innovative projects have 
complished by students as a learn- 
ing experience. In Lehigh County, 
Pa., Former classrooms now serve 
as senior citizens centers. The 
Rootstown Middle School, Portage 
County, Ohio, serves approximately 
40meals a day to older people at less 
cost than if the elderly were fed 
separatelv. 

Advocates also believe youth can 
learn human values by encountering 
elderly in a daily school setting. A 
LongBeach High School teacher in 
Nassau County, N.Y. feels so 
strongly about this principle that he 
is now teaching the state’s first 
gerontology course. He has observed 
a “dramatic attitude change” in his 
students. 

Frankly, present economic, en- 
vironmental and populations 
changes demand that public ser- 
vants work together so these 
programs can meet changing needs 
of society. For more information 
about how your community can 
develop comprehensive community 
education programs, write the 
National Community Education 
Association at 1030 15th Street, N.W., 
Suite 536, Washington, D.C. 20005.

After reading Mr. Mooradian’s column of July 30, 1 feel compelled to off® 
some sort of rebuttal in defense of the young athletes playing sports today 
1 have two sons in Romulus South Little League, The oldest, David has 
played for the same coach for the last five years. Will Faulkner. 

Will s son, Terry, was also on the team, and when Terry and Dave were 
ready to move up to Majors, Will moved up also and became' their coa ct 
once again. Two years ago my younger son, Jon, tried out for Majors and 
was lucky enough to make Faulkner’s team. 

1 say lucky enough because I think that Will is the best Little League coach 
in Romulus. I know that this would embarrass him, but he deserves to know 
how much we appreciate what he has done for all the boys on his teams. 

Our first year in Little League was nothing special. The boys were all so 
young, but they had a good time. The second year was pretty much a repeat 
of the first. The third saw some changes as many of the boys moved ud to 
Majors with Mr. Faulkner. 

Finally this year everything clicked for our team. The new boys looked 
good and the returning players were better than last year. We won the first 
two games, lost the third, won five, lost one, won two, lost one, won two 
more, lost one and won life remaining six games. We finished the’ season in 
first place with seventeen wins and only four losses. Each and every player 
on the Royals can claim a crucial hit, a crucial out, an extraordinary play in 
one of this season’s games. The boys had learned the fine art of teamwork 
and learned it well. It was a delight to watch them play. 

The point that makes their victory so sweet is a very personal one, to 
Faulkner's as well as to all the rest of us. Five weeks into the season Terry 
Faulkner went into insulin shock. There had been no history of diabetes in 
either family, and Terry was a very sick boy for a few days until the diabetes 
was brought under control. The news understandably upset the team 
Young kids don't often have to face the fragility of life; they just expect to 
grow up and lead a long, healthy life. The whole team rallied, though and 
went on to win games for Terry, sending him "game balls” in the hospital, 
cards, etc., and Terry was able to come back to the team within two weeks 
Throughout this terrible time, Will never let the team or the boys down and 
the boys responded in a like fashion, going on to finish the season in first 
place. 

With this victory. Will earned the right, then, to coach the South All-Stars 
and picked George Dunn as his assistant. These two men molded one of the 
finest Little League teams I’ve ever seen. 

With the pitching of Tony Yandura and Dave Bergman, the team beat 
Melvindale 7-1 in the first game, beat Westland S-l in the second game, and 
finally lost to Southwest Detroit in the third game, 6-1. The boys played their 
collective hearts out for Will and George and it was a terrific experience for 
all of us. 

The loss to Detroit was hard, but the boys had done their best, and that’s 
really all you can ask of anyone. On the way home after the loss to Detroit 
David was trying to come to grips with it all and rationalized that, "You 
know, in a way we re luckier than those kids from Detroit. We didn’t lost to a 
little city, we lost to big Detroit. 

Those Detroit kids only have the big papers like the Free Press and News 
so they won’t be able to read about their games, but we have our own paper 
Do you think they’ll print anything about us now?” The answer, um 
fortunately, was no. 

1 read an editorial in the same week’s paper chastising Romulus officials 
for not showing up at public functions. I agree that it’s time that these of- 
ficials and Romulus’ official newspaper start to recognize the good things 
about Romulus, the kids who don’t get in trouble, the spirit that tries to keep 
the small-toWn friendliness alive. 

Our kids deserve a pat on the back once in a while, they need to know that 
we take pride in what they do, they have as much right to be in the Romulus 
paper as do the Wayne kids, or the Van Buren kids, or those endless golf 
tournaments. 

We need to show them that we care, we notice the good, not jiet the bad 
that we appreciate them. 

We played baseball for three months, and the season has been over for 
th ?e weeks. In that time, two little articles were in our paper. No standings 
printed, no pictures, no mention of the All Stars, no nothing. 

I work as a secretary for the Romulus Schools, and as an employee, parent 
and taxpayer, have sat through the last nine months of School Board 
meetings listening to high school students speak out in defense of their 
coaches, plead for the chance to keep football, wrestling, track, etc. 

For the most part these athletes have been very literate, intelligent young 
people, and they were not about to give in without a good fight, without 
making their feelings known. 

I must given them a tremendous amount of credit for being able to - 
their views to a roomful of sometimes hostile adults, adults who had rik* s, 
taxes and the threats of continued labor problems on their minds. 

These were not kids backing away from pressure — just the opposite, in 
fact They welcomed the pressure.

Let’s start recognizing the good kids, the volunteers, the behind the scenes 
people who go to make up our life. A team can't win on the efforts of one 
player, not does it lose on one mistake. Everybody must make a con- 
tribution, and the sum total is our life. 

Speaking for my sons, as well as for all the other families we’ve shared 
Little League with, thank you, Will Faulkner, for a wonderful experience. 
You’ve given the boys the best start they could have hoped for. 

With your help and inspiration, they will go on to enjoy team sports for the 
rest of their lives. You deserve the “front row.” From Dave, a special 
“thank you” to George Dunn Half of that game ball belongs to you.

“But we got more to go out there, and I still have a 
chance.” 

Ryan, like most of his 90 and some colleagues, checked into the 
clubhouse for -a snack before taking on the last nine of a 36-hole 
tournament which determined the city champs for Wayne, 
Westland, Garden City, Canton and Inkster. 

As my colleague, Jim Bradley, will tell you somewhere else on 
these pages, Ryan lost his bid wo tin the tournament/ giving way 
to newcomer to the tournament Russ Holden of Westland. There 
was something that Ryan said I would like to share that shows the 
quality of this young athlete. When asked if it was the pressure or 
the late start that got to him, Ryan said: “No, not really, the con- 
ditions here are the same for all of us.”

Tlie tournament was delayed for an hour no, not because of rain, 
but because of a mix-up in scheduling. Last week a second tour- 
nament had been rained out, and the 28 golfers showed up on 
Saturday wanting to finish up.

It was a treat to watch the sunlight bounce off the golfers on 
Saturday and not watch them swim through the field as they did a 
week ago. 

Before we leave the 21st annual tournament there are a few 
notes, unfortunately, negative ones, I must record here for the 
readers and golfers who are looking forward to next year’s session. 

It’s always great when the guys get together for their annual golf 
tournament and have a good time. 

But, like anything else, there are always a few who seem to spoil 
it for the rest. For instance, we were told of several instances 
where some golfers used little etiquette when others were driving, 
putting or addressing their ball. 

Ray Ostyn and his brother, George, seemed to have the 
misfortune of having the same fellow distract their thoughts when 
they were getting ready for important shots. Ray survived and won 
Wayne’s Championship Flight honors with a hard-earned sudden 
death playoff victory over 17-year-old Steve Zaidel, a senior at John 
Glenn High School this fall. 

- 'The vast majority of the guys were real gentlemen like Steve 
and were a pleasure to play with,” Ray observed. “I just hope the 
high school golf coaches teach etiquette on the golf course as well 
as how to hit a ball,” he said. 

George, his brother, agreed that golf etiquette is a vital part of 
the game. “I’m sure that the high school coaches stress the 
etiquette part of golf and many of the younger pleayers are very 
courteous on the course.” George said. 

Ray, for instance, said one player in the tournament went roaring 
by on his golf cart while he was lining up an important shot. Others 
were reminded to be quiet on the tee as the golfers got ready to 
drive off the first tee by starter Bill Whitworth Jr. 

Numerous players replaced their divots and smoothed out the 
marks in the greens where their approach shots landed, however, 
there were those who did not take care of the course like they 
should. 

Still others talked loudly while important putts were being 
stroked by competitors striving to stay in the race for honors. 

All in all it was one of the best tournaments we’ve had, despite the 
unfortunate 90 minute delay in teeing off Saturday. That was not 
our fault, but we apologize for it anyhow.

But probably the most sentimental 
playoff came when Wayne’s Ray 
Ostyn and Steve Zaidel hooked up in 
a sudden death battle to decide who 
would win their city’s title in the 
championship flight and have their 
name engraved on the Lenny An- 
derson Memorial Trophy. 

It was a study in contrast — youth 
versus experience — as the 40-year- 
old Ostyn and Zaidel, a 17-year-old 
senior at Westland John Glenn High 
School this fall, hooked up for 
supremacy. Ostyn said before the 
tournament that his desire was to 
win the Lenny Anderson trophy, 
symbolic of the Wayne cham- 
pionship and named after the first 
police officer to lose his life in the 
line of duty in Wayne 

“I knew Lenny and I also know his 
former partner, Pat Brown If 1 win,

can display it in his bar,” Ostyn said 
last week. Brown is owner ofthe 
Extra Point Bar in Wayne. 

Both Ostyn and Zaidel finished 
with 76-76 — 152 totals, as the lanky 
Zaidel picked up two strokes on the 
final four holes to tie the veteran

over Wiley; a four-stroke lead over 
Canton’s D’Amato, who was in the 
second foursome, and a five-stroke 
bulge over Holden and Sutherland, 
looked in good shape starting the 
second round Saturday. However, the 
tee-off time was delayed more than 
an hour and when the golfers did 
start swinging, Ryan faltered badly 
with a bogey-double bogey-bogey on 
the first three holes. 

Sutherland of Garden City, a 
humorous, portly swinger, was red- 
hot on the first nine, steamrolling to 
a one-under-par 35, one stroke better 
than Holden’s 36 and ahead of 
Wiley's 38 and Ryan’s 39. Ryan’s 
birdie three on the 9th hole gave him 
a 1-stroke lead over the pack and he 
parred the 340-yard 10th hole. But 
his drive on the difficult 220-yard 
11th hole bounced into the creek on 
the right, giving him a five on the 
hole. He bogeyed the short 12th and 
parred 13 and 14 before he shanked 
his drive on the 165-yard, par 3 15th 
hole for a double bogey, which left 
him three strokes behind Holden and 
four behind Sutherland with three 
holes to play. 

“I just couldn't hit the ball off the 
tee," said the 20-year-old Ryan, who 
has only been playing golf four 
years. “I just couldn’t seem to get 
my game together — it just wasn’t 
my day.” Wiley, who was just one 
stroke behind Sutherland and 
Holden coming to the 18th green, 
agreed. “Kevin was not hitting them 
like he usually does.” 

Meanwhile, Holden picked up 
momentum on the back nine, 
knocking in birdies on holes 12, 13 
and 16 to finally pull even with 
Sutherland, last year’s Garden City 
champion. Holden, an NAIA All- 
American who attends Malone 
College in Canton, Ohio, finished 
12th in that collegiate tournament to 
be named All-American. He also 
played two years for Schoolcraft 
Community College before that. 

Holden, a scholarly-looking, 
bespectacled 6-2, 178-pounder, 
trailed Sutherland by one at the 
turn, but went even when the 35- 
year-old Garden City quipster 
bogeyed the short 10th hole. A birdie 
three gave Wiley a brief one-stroke 
edge. However, Wiley, who was a 
, senior on Wayne State University’s 
golf team this year, faltered with a 
double bogey on the tough 11th hole 
and Holden’s birdies on 12 and 13 
never let the Carttonite catch up, 
although a 10-foot birdie putt by 
Wiley just missed on the 18th that 
would have tied for the title. 

“My putting was off all day and I 
missed 10-foot putts on the last two 
holes that could have made the 
difference,” Wiley said. Wiley fired 
12 pars and birdies on 12 and 16, but 
stumbled with three bogeys and a 
double bogey to let the crown slip 
away. Wiley, like Ryan, has only 
been playing golf for four years. 

When Holden double-bogeyed the 
,375-yard, 14th and Sutherland 
parred it for a one-stroke lead, 
things looked good for the 5-10, 190- 
pound Garden City veteran. If there 
was a disappointed guy — and there

More excitement attended the 
fight for third place in the cham- 
pionship flight for the city of 
Westland.

Two fresh fruit pies 


As the supplies of the season’s fresh fruits become 
plentiful, it is timely to enjoy their abundance in as 
many ways as possible. And what could be more in- % 
viting than a luscious fruit pie that makes a party of an 
occasion! 

Sweet Cherry Pie is a company dessert that can be 
prepared early in the day and chilled until serving 
time. Two basic ingredients — thawed Cool Whip non- 
dairy whipped topping and cherry flavor gelatin — 
make up the fluffy filling that takes so well to the juicy 
ripe cherries. Garnished with additional topping and 
fruit, it makes an elegant dessert. 

Peach Party Pie is another light-textured dessert 
which uses the topping and gelatin mixture in a peach- 
lined pound cake shell. 

Sweet Cherry pie 

1 package (3 oz.) cherry flavor gelatin 
2/3 cup boiling water 

i H teaspoon cinnamon 

2 cups ice cubes 

1 container <8 oz.) frozen non-dairy whipped topping, 
thawed 

1 cup coarsely chopped pitted fresh dark sweet 
cherries 

I baked 9-inch pie shell, cooled 
Dissolve gelatin completely in boiling water, stirring 

3 minutes Add cinnamon and ice cubes and stir con- 
stantly until gelatin is thickened, about 2 to 3 minutes. 
Remove any unmelted ice. Using wire whip, blend in 


whipped topping; then whip until smooth. Fold in 
cherries. Chill if necessary, until mixture will mound. 
Spoon into pie shell. Chill 2 hours. Garnish with 
additional cherries, if desired. 

Peach Party pie 

1 cup sliced fresh peaches, dipped in lemon juice 
I baked Pound Cake Shell, cooled 

1 package (3 oz.) peach flavor gelatin 
2/3 cup boiling water 

2 cups ice cubes 

I container (8 oz.) frozen whipped topping, thawed 

3 tablespoons raspberry preserves 

Arrange peaches in cake shell. Dissolve gelatin 
completely in boiling water, stirring 3 minutes. Add ice 
cubes and stir constantly until gelatin is thickened, 
about 2 to 3 minutes. Remove any unmelted ice. Using 
wire whip, blend in whipped topping; then whip until 
smooth. Chill, if necessary, until mixture will mound. 
Spoon into shell. Spoon on preserves and zigzag spatula 
through mixture to marble. Chill 2 hours. 

Baked Pound Cake Shell. Cut l small (lO-^oz.) 
frozen pound cake, thawed, into >/ 4 -inch slices. Arrange 
around sides and on bottom of 9-inch pie pan, cutting 
slices as necessary to fill in spaces. (Save unused 
portion of cake for another dessert. ) Brush cake with 2 
tablespoons melted butter or margarine and sprinkle 
with 2 tablespoons slivered almonds Bake at 375 
degrees for about 5 minutes or until lightly browned. 
Cool.

As each year breezes by, one more swiftly than the 
i other, you’d think scenes of your childhood would fade 
from your mind rather than flash through so vividly 
i and so often. I can’t recall what I did yesterday without 
consulting the calendar and yet - those yesteryears 
1 keep popping up regularly and clearly to boot. 

Any time I open the windows, fof instance, leveling 
each one perfectly with the other, the action brings to 
mind my elementary days at St. John’s in Ypsi. Those 
nuns were sticklers for neatness and anyone given the 
“honor” of raising the windows knew without being 
told a second time that each was to be at the exact 
height as the other. Five years of that seems to have 
registered! 

And just the other day, while lunching with friends, I 
found myself repeating an action of those same school 
days - quartering my sandwich. While the “city kids” 
got to go home for lunch, we “bus kids” had to brown 
bag it (a term that replaced “lunchpail”) in the church 
basement. The sister on noon hour duty always 
reminded us that we were to break our sandwiches into 
fourths ( or have our mothers cut them thusly ) for lady- 
like and gentlemanly lunching - a habit that just 
repeats itself automatically for me. 

And not a day going to or from work am I not 
reminded of the special and rather unique playhouse I 
had as a little girl of five and six. . . a comcrib attached 
to the side of the barn-garage where we lived. Although 
we never farmed, we did have the use of that comcrib. 
But what can you store in something that leans out 
diagonally and has wide, airy gaps between the 
boards? 

Being one of the era’s "typical little girls”, I DID 
love to play house with my slightly older friend, Rosie. 
And my mom, appreciating the fact, decided the 
comcrib - cool and out of the sun - would be the ideal 
spot for us to do our pretending. 

I just never noticed comcribs in this area (I think 
they went the route of “progress” a long time ago) but 
between Tecumseh and Belleville they are popular 
i reminders of the past. None of them actually house 
what their name implies - just there, I think, for old 
times sake. And for reminiscing?

Add onion and 
saute two more minutes or until onion is soft. Add plum 
sauce and soy sauce. Just before serving, add bean 
sprouts and pimiento and stir just until heated. Serves

• 4 lb. butter or oleo 

1 tsp. chili powder 

« M tsp. garlic salt 

2 cups fresh cooked corn 

1 lb. cooked sliced zucchini 

Melt butter, add chili powder and garlic salt. Stir in 
com and cooked sliced zucchini. Heat. Serves 6 to 8.
